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1 . The amendment filed June 23, 2005 apparently crossed in the mail with the 
Office Action mailed June 28, 2005.

2. Claims 4, 6-9, 15, 16 and 19 (as amended) are allowable over the prior art of 
record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest heat treating a metal workpiece by exposing the workpiece 
to infrared heat energy from an infrared heat energy source in the interior of a furnace, 
by a process as defined in independent claims 15, 16 or 19.
